I have a complete Heath station and 
always enjoy building the kits as I can do 
most of the repair work on this equipment 
myself. - 

The first week of January while having a 
QSO with a station in Bermuda my SB 
104A; operating at 90 watts with flat SWR 


¢ «also use Heath SA2040 tuner) decided to 
} quit and it did, I lost all output. I removed 
‘ the cover and checked the driver and had 
' about 2'4 watts output. I then checked the 


final transistors and had no output. I re- 
moved the final board and shipped it to 
Heath in Benton Harbor and asked them to 
check the board and repair if necessary. 

- About 10 days later I received the board 
via UPS with charges of approximately 
$64.00. Not bad I thought and this has only 
been the 4th set of finals in a radio that's 2 
years old. I installed the board and it still 
showed bad finals. Well, I didn’t want to put 
it oni the air and maybe blow the new finals 
that Heath said they installed so I packed 
the radio and off it went to Heath. 3 days 
later I received a notice from Heath that 
they would work on the SB104A about 
2/5/80. 

I called Benton Harbor long distance at 
my expense and chatted with a man by the 
name of Matt Adrian and explained by prob- 
lem. He assured me that it would be taken 
care of. On January 25, 1980 via UPS the 
SB104A arrived C.0.D., cost $87.56. Break- 
down of cost was 3 resistors — $1.15, 
labor — $80.00, plus shipping. Wow! I called 
Benton Harbor again! Was connected to a 
fellow named Ron Poplewski asked why the 
high cost. He explained that they gave my 
radio a complete alignment, Xmitter and 
receiver. Who had asked for a complete 
alignment, I asked, and was informed they 
do that to all radios. I asked him why the 
new final transistors they allegedly installed 
had checked bad just like the ones in the 
board I had sent to them. This he would not 
explain. I asked him if he had proof that my 
board had been fitted with new final tran- 
sistors and he replied that the Service 
Technician said that he had replaced them. 
Under the circumstances would you take his 
word? Believe me, I can afford to pay the 
bill, but was I dealt a fair deal? I say no; I 
put myself at the mercy of Heath and I paid 
the price, but not-again! Out goes the Heath 
gear — all $1700.00 of it — to be replaced by 
another brand. I know by the financial page 
that Heath is having problems but J can't 
bail them out! These kinds of transactions 
will cause them more problems in the 
future, so beware when you send your gear 
away for repair as you also may become a 
victim.
